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Reply to Office Action of February 9, 2005 

REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application as presently amended and in light of the 
following discussion is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-24 are pending in the present application. No claims have been added, 
amended or canceled by the present amendment. 

In the outstanding Office Action, Claims 1-24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Rosin in view of Stautner et al., which is respectfully traversed. 

As noted in the previously filed response, the titles of the Internet sites are displayed in a 
one-to-one correspondence with the channel numbers. 

In a non-limiting example, Figure 7 illustrates an Internet site search menu 70 including a 
channel guide window 72 and 73 including channel numbers corresponding to previously 
registered addresses of Internet sites, and titles of the Internet sites respectively corresponding in 
a one-to-one corresponding form to the channel numbers. For example, the Internet title 
"KBS" corresponds to channel number 1, the Internet title "MBC" corresponds to channel 
number 3, etc. 

Thus, as discussed in the previously filed response, a user is able to easily see what 
channel has been designated for a particular Internet site. This is particularly advantageous, 
because after using the claimed method, the user will begin to remember that channel 7, for 
example, corresponds to the Internet site "Dreamwiz." Further, the user is likely to have a 
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selected number of favorite Internet sites, and by remembering the channel number (rather than 
the particular Internet title), the user will be able to easily remember his or her favorite sites are 
on channel number "7," "13" and "65," for example. 

The Office Action applies Rosin et al. and Stautner et al. as teaching the claimed 
invention. In particular, the Office Action applies Rosin et al. as teaching an Internet search 
menu and relies on Stautner et al. as teaching titles of the Internet sites respectively 
corresponding in a one-to-one correspondence to the channel numbers and cites Figure 2. 
However, as shown in Figure 2 of Stautner et al, it is respectfully noted the channel numbers are 
not in a one-to-one correspondence with the titles of the shows. Rather, as shown in Figure 2, 
channel number 1 has three different titles associated with the channel number (i.e., talk show, 
politics and Seinfeld), and channel number 3 has two titles associated with the channel number 
(i.e., weather show and Monday Night Football). Thus, the titles of the Internet sites are not in a 
one-to-one correspondence with the channel numbers. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted independent claims 1 and 13 and each of the 
claims depending therefrom are allowable. 

Further, the specification and drawings have been amended to correct minor 
informalities.
